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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT, SUBMISSION OF SUBSTITUTE

Applicants 
note this Terminal Disclaimer obviates the double-patenting rejection which was 
provisionally made in the Office Action mailed May 20, 2003. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that all remaining claims of the 
application are allowable, and that the application is in condition for patenting.
